It has been total geek joy: taking a forensic 
approach to a giant sprawling twenty thousand 
pages of prose and make up fifteen books of 
notes, trying to boil it down into narrative arcs, 
dead ends, characterization, political pointers. 
Five different coloured pens - five! Calligraphic 
nibs, natch, for the texture in the penmanship - 
fat for action, thin for exposition, full calligraphic 
nib for conclusions. And then to try, try to make 
it a visual story that chimes with Larsson’s prose 
original. Graphic story telling is uniquely suited to 
Larsson’s style because his stories are so textual, 
and the artists, Antonio Fuso, Leo Manco and 
Andrea Mutti, understand the depth and nuances 
perfectly.
